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MANUFACTURE OF PAPER-PULP. 


No. 119,224. Asahel K. Eaton, of Brook- 
lyn, has invented an improvement in the Man- 
ufacture of Paper Pulp, which he has assigned 
to the Eaton Fibre Co., of New York. In the 
treatment of wood, straw, or other similar sub- 
stances for the production of paper-pulp a sol- 
vent is required that will remove the silicious, 
resinous, and other incrusting material that 
are associated with the cellulose or ultimate 
vegetable fibre sought for. The object of his 
invention is to cheapen the production of straw 
or wood paper by furnishing a cheaper and 
more active solvent to take the place of those 
now used in the manufacture of this kind of 
paper. 

The invention consists in the use of a solu- 
tion of the sulphide of sodium, in place of the 
solvents now used, This solvent acts very rap- 
idly and efficiently, and may be useful either 
in open vessels at low temperatures or in close 
vessels under pressure and high heat, 

The sulphide of sodium is produced by heat- 
ing a mixture of about seventy-one parts of 
the anhydrous sulphate of soda with twenty- 
four parts of pulverized charcoal, coke, or other 
form of carbon to redness in a crucible, retort,

A correspondent writes from Berkshire county, 
Mass., giving an account of what has been done 
in the village of Housatonic towards elevating the 
condition of the workmen in the mills, rendering 
their lot comfortable, refined and respectable. It 
is an example worthy of imitation on the part of 
all manufacturers, and we should hear less about 
strikes, shut-outs and combinations, if a similar 
consideration for operatives everywhere were ex- 
hibited. 

The Owen Paper Company, of Housatonic, has 
been celebrated for many years. It was one of 
the pioneers in this branch of industry, and has 
established an enviable reputation for the supe- 
rior quality of its manufactures and the honora- 
ble dealing of all concerned. It is not, therefore 
necessary to speak of the paper made here, or to 
give a gratuitous advertisement of the products of 
the factory, Everybody has used the paper, and 
many years of succesful industry is a sufficient 
public notice; but there is one feature of the mills, 
entirely disconnected from its business affairs, 
which is not known to the world at large, but 
which ought to be, for the good example it affords ; 
and it is of this that our correspondent speaks. 

The present owners of the property have pur- 
chased all of the land on both sides of the river for 
several miles, chiefly for the purpose of control- 
ling it and preventing the approach of any ele- 
ment discordant with the general principles they 
have adopted in their conduct of affairs, 

The moment the stranger crosses the line of the 
property, he is conscious of the presence of a 
presiding authority, as the road is kept in admira- 
ble order, the fences are neatly painted, shade 
trees are judiciously planted, and little parks laid 
out; and in front of the mills, instead of litter 
and dirt, boxes, bundles and confusion, there are 
neat, gravel roads, grassy enclosures, clumps of 
trees, and such order as one generally only sees 
about the houses of a wealthy country gentleman, 
This at once gives an air of refinement and civili.

Women are 
enabled to support themselves, to lay up money, 
to carry their share of the burthens quite as re- 
spectably and independently as the men. 

The company make more money, beyond a 
doubt, by having in their employ persons of such 
thorough respectability ; and if it costs money to 
keep the place clean, to plant shade trees, and sur- 
round the operatives with refining influences, they 
more than get their return in the improved char- 
acter of the work and the emancipation from dis- 
content and strikes. 

All of the persons employed in the mills are 

provided with homes, Comfortable cottages, sur- 
rounded by gardens und flowers, dot the hillsides 
and adorn the banks of the river. They are all 
handsomely painted, and vary in size and elegance 
according to the business responsibiltty of the oc- 
cupant. Some of the higher officers occupy what 
might be called villas—really architectnrally beau- 
tiful houses, such as any gentleman from the city 
would like to own as a country seat. For the un- 
married women there is a fine boarding-house, 
with its cupola, piazza, and every modern conve- 
nience, conducted under the careful superintend- 
ence of a matron, It looks more like a boarding 
school for young ladies, than a place in which wo- 
men live who work hard to earn their daily bread. 
Ample provision is also made for the education 
of the children, And in order that the religious 
instruction of the community should not be neg- 
lected, the company have built a handsome 
church, and contribute liberally to the support of 
the minister. There is a fine circulating library 
and reading-room attached to the mill, absolutely 
free to all; and the character of the books on the 
shelves, and the good use made of them, is one 
of the most interesting features of the place. 
There are often five hundred volumes out at a 
time, some histories, some travels, and all 
capital reading for instruction or amuse- 
ment, There is a librarian paid by the company, 
an intelligent woman, who isin attendance from 
11 a.M. until 9 p. m., who cheerfully gives any in- 
formation to her patrons, keeps a record of the 
books, and takes care of the place. Between 12 
and 1 o’clock, the usual time for dinner, after par- 
taking of that meal, clusters of the men and wo- 
men can be seen entering the reading-room, to 
look over the files of papers; and in the evening, 
the place being warmed and well lighted, is often 
full of persons who come to consult such books and 
journals as cannot be taken home, Religious 
papers of all denominations, several of the month- 
lies, illustrated papers, and the leading scientific 
journals, are kept on file. There are no grog shops 
or nuisances of any kind, and if any of the work- 
men show a tendency to visit such establishments, 
they are immediately furnished with a permanent 
leave of absence—their room is counted much 
better than their company. 
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At the time of the French Exposition of 1867, 
a reward was offered to the owners of the best 
conducted mannfacturing establishment, taking 
into consideration the care of the workmen, the 
moral features of education, lodging, and general 
deportment of the men, There were numerous 
competitors, and we do not recollect who won the 
prize, but it is evident that the mills now owned 
by Mr. Cone, at Housatonic, ought to have com- 
peted for the honorable distinction.—/Scientific

Fathers and mothers, 
brothers and sisters, all contribute by their la- 
bor at the paper mill to increase the general 
wealth of the family, and the consequence is 
that the paper makers are singularly well off, 
and far removed not only above want, but, let 
us hope, above the machinations of the Inter- 
national. It is doubtful whether, indeed, 
these peaceful paper makers ever heard of that 
inquisitorial institution. Although there is, 
therefore, no necessity for Palais Social at Huy, 
there is a system in force by which the careful 
workman may participate tea certain extent 
in the profits of his employer. The work is 
generally by the piece, and its quality is divided 
into four classes: No, 1 obtains for the work- 
men 20 per cent. upon the ordinary price of 
payment; No. 2, 10 per cent.; No. 3, 5 per 
cent.; while No, 4, being the lowest in the 
scale, leads to a reduction rather than an in- 
crease of wages. ‘The latter case is extremely 
rare, all the workmen in one class or the other 
obtaining an increase on their wages, which 
average from three to four francs a day. Here, 
not only isno child admitted before twelve 
years of age, but no hand is employed, whether 
man or boy, woman or girl, who has not a com- 
petent knowledge of the three R's, a system 
which if adopted in England might have a sen- 
sible effect upon the increase of Education, 
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PIONEER PAPER MILLS.

—an agent of the department residing near the 
mill, with a force to guard it from violation, In 
one of the buildings the Messrs. Wilcox manu- 
facture most of the music-paper used in the United 
States, and a grade, celebrated in the trade, of 
collar-paper. Near Glen Riddle, on Chester 
Creek, at Crozerville, Mr. John P. Crozer estab- 
lished his colossal fortune by the alteration of old 
historic paper and grist mills into woolen and cot- 
ton factories, and died full of honors, leaving a 
savor of good works behind him to perfume bis 
memory, besides the enormous business interests 
confided to his sons. —Lippincott for September, 
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Orrs & Co.'s paper mill at Pittstown, N. Y., has 
lately been fitted up with two double Leffel’s tur- 
bine water wheels, and the head and fall increased 
about twelve or fourteen feet. The iron penstock 
to supply the water being now forty-six feet high 
and four feet in diameter, the water wheels run 
about 500 revolutions per minute, which greatly 
increases the water power of the mill. The mill 
buildings have also been enlarged and much im- 
proved. The lower story, containing the rag en- 
gines and paper machine, is about ninety feet 
square. There is also in the same room a first- 
class new upright steam-engine of 10 horse power, 
made and fitted up by Wm. Coutie & Son of this 
city, and is considered one of the best steam-en- 
gines of the kind now in use. The mill has been 
refitted for the purpose of making print and hang- 
ing papers, and is doing good work, There isa 
large pond or lake on Grafton mountain of clear 
spring water, covering, when filled, about seventy- 
five or one hundred acres. This has been pur- 
chased by the company, and is used in running 
their mill. The water in some parts of the lake is 
thirty or forty feet deep, and is supplied by springs 
in the ground—there being no inlet. It gives the 
mill good, steady power for the manufacture of 
paper. It would be just the source to get our wa- 
ter supply from, Orrs & Co.'s mill in this city is 
one of the largest in the country, and with the 
improvements made at Pittstown the company 
may look forward to a steady increase of their 
business.— Troy Times.

The factory of the American Papier Machie 
Company at Pecowsic, which was burned on 
the 28th of May is now being rapidly rebuilt, 
and by the first of October will be ready for 
occupancy.

The 
process of manufncture if not made public, 
but it is accomplished by means of various ma- 
chines of which the company holds the patents. 
The raw material is principally old rope of the 
best quality, but how old rope is worked about 
and turned about, to emerge at last in the shape 
of a first-class milk-pan or an ornamental spit- 
toon we are unable to state, but such is the fact. 
Ever since the fire, orders have been accumula- 
ted until it will require the full force of thirty 
hands working night and day for six months to 
fill those already on the books, The line of 
goods which embrace pails, buckets, wash- 
basins, spitttoons, milk-pans, etc., is in good 
demand among the hospitals, on board steam- 
ships, and in fact among all classes of people 
who know anything about the articles,

A decision of some importance to publishers 
and advertisers was recently obtained in Eng- 
land, A publishing company being directed to 
insert in one of their’publications a half-page 
advertisement, requested again and again that 
copy be furnished; when it was no longer pos- 
sible to wait for the electrotype block, which 
the advertisers wished to appear, the adver- 
tisement was published in typographic imita- 
tion, The advertisers refused to pay, but the 
court gave judgment against them for the full 
amount claimed. 


THE WATER SUPPLY. 
‘Igh—The Merrimack, N. H. 

Water still low in the Wisconsin river. 
Natchez suffers from a plentiful lack of water 


The Holston is so low at Knoxville, Tenn., 
that the boys wade in it with impunity. 


Rain fell at Memphis on the night of the 
27th, for the first time since the last of July. 


The Ohio at Louisville, August 26th, was de- 
clining, with five feet of water in the canal. 


It is proposed to construct a reservoir at or 
near Barre Falls, fer the benefit of the manu- 
facturing interests from Barre to Ware. 


Heavy rains have prevailed throughout the 
Northwest for the past week or ten days. 
There are reports from some points of damage 
to the wheat in shooks and stacks, 


In Michigan a drought prevails in some quar- 
ters, notably in Gladwin county. The Flint 
river is very low. Marquette has completed 
her water-works, and her people boast that 
they are no longer afraid of fire. Other man- 
ufacturing towns should follow suit. 


All that Colorado wants to make it inhabit- 
able is artesian wells. It is thought that the 
water vein can be reached most easily from the 
China side of the globe and then conveyed to 
Colorado by pipes, where it will be used for ir- 
rigating purposes, 


The water at Funda, N. Y., is low. The sup- 
ply is from Cayadutta Creek, on which is the 
Forest mill, making 3,000 Ibs. of wall paper 
per day, while Brown, Jukes & Co., also make 
tobacco paper at the same place. 


The flour mills at Georgetown, District of 
Columbia, have suspended operations, the wa- 
ter in the Potomac being lower than for twenty 
years past. The necessary water power for the 
mills will be furnished by the Chesapeake & 
Ohio Canal Co. 


Mr. McAlpine, the civil engineer of Pittsfield, 
Mass., furnishes some figures quite surprising 
in their evidence that the rain-fall this season 
has not been unusually large, and is less, in 
fact, than it was last year. A record of the 
fall of rain at Troy for the eight months to

September 1, 1871, foots up 334 inches; for 
the same time in 1872, only 264+ inches. The 
fall in July, last year, was 7} inches, and in 
August 9 inches, while in this year it was.res- 
pectively but 54 and 4 1-3 inches. Mr. McAl- 
pine believes that the rain-fall of Pittsfield has 
been 20 per cent. less this summer than it was 
last summer, All which may be the exact sci- 
entific truth, but it will be very difficult to beat 
it out of the heads of the people, hereabouts, 
at least, that it has not been the rainiest sum- 
mer for many a year.

LARGE FIRES.

Chemicals.—The late satisfactory current of business 
in Chemicals in most respects continues unchecked, and in 
a manner favorable to the interests of the trade. The 
general tone of the market durieg the week has been firm, 
and, although the demand for certain articles has been 
variable, prices for almost all products practically remain 
unchanged. Buyers for some time back, to meet pressing 
wants, have been so urgent for more immediate deliveries 
as in a great measure to clear manufacturers of stock which 
would otherwise have been a source of weakness, and ex- 
piring contracts in most cases are now with difficulty re- 
newed on previous terms. The American trade has been 
particularly active; for Canada the demand being consider- 
ably above the average, whilst for Southern ports increased 
shipments are also noticeable.

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CONVERTING STRAW INTO PAPER-PULP. 


A Belgian process of converting tye and 
wheat straw into pulp for the ”” ufacture of 
paper is claimed to possess the advantages of 
simplicity and economy, and to furnish, more- 
over, a material of excellent quality for the 
: The straw is first steeped entire for sixty 
hours or more, in water of from fifty-five to 
eighty-five degrees temperature varying ac 
cording to the season of the year. After some 
hours the water becomes gradually warm and 
discolored, and an active fermentation takes 
place, At the expiration of sixty hours the 
liquid is suffered to run off, and the straw 1s 
washed with a plentiful supply of water to re 
move all the soluble coloring matter. The straw 
is now drained, and while still damp'* subjected 
to the action of millstones, rolling on @ plane 
surface, or passed Letween rollers to flatten it. 
It is then forced between two 0! 
nished with cutters, or other suitable appara- 
tus, whereby the straw may b« formed into fil- 
aments or fibres, as long and continuous as 
possible, and in this state the straw is exposed 
to the air and sun to dry it, when it assumes a 
pale yellow color. In cases where time is no 
object, the straw is steeped several times. Af 
ter having been submitted to the se processes 
the straw is steeped for one or more days—ac- 
cording as it is in a more or less filamentous 
state—in alkaline solutions of “soda or potash, 
and sometimes for a longer or shorter period, 
with preparations of hypochloride of lime, un- 
til the straw has acquired the requisite white 
ness. The alkaline solutions take up 4 great 
portion of the yellow coloring matter of the 
straw, and, though the latter assumes a darker 
tint, notwithstanding its being washed in clea: 
water, this dark tint disappears on being ex- 
posed to the air and light ; and the process, if 
renewed, causes the straw to become more and 
more white. By these several processes, the 
straw becomes reduced to beautiful filament, 
which may readily be converted into pulp.

BULK OF OUR PAPER MONEY. 


Congress failed to pass the bill to get rid of 
the dirty and ragged national bank notes, but 
everybody, according to the mathematical edi- 
tor of an exchange, is not aware that it would 
require 5,608,224 sheets of paper to replace 
the present circulation. This, at 18 pounds 
per one thousand sheets, the weight heretofore 
used, would be 100,858 pounds. The average 
cost of the paper used for the circulation of 
national banks is 78 cents per pound, or a total 
cost of $78,668.

INFLAMABLE TRACING PAPER. 


An interesting acoount of the spontaneous 
inflamability of tracing paper is given in the 
Deutsche sndustrie Zeitung. As is well known, 
Tracing Paper requires to be impregnated with 
a sufficient quantity of oil to render it thor- 
oughly transparent. But as the paper should 
also admit of tracings with lead pencil or india 
ink being made upon it with facility, only dry- 
ing oils or varnishes can be used for the pur- 
pose of impregnation. In the factory where 
these observations were made, the oil employed 
consists of one part of linseed oil (boiled with 
litharge) and two and a half to three parts of 
This mixture is heated by steam in 
upright boxes of sheet metal to about 140° to 
158° and the paper immersed in lots of 3 to 5 


benzine. 


reams. Owing to the air escaping from the 
paper, the hot oil takes on an appearance of 
boiling, which continues till the last sheet is 
impregnated, After the process is finished and 
the paper has been freed from excess of oil by 
strong pressure, it is dried in single sheets on a 
steam table, During this part of the opera- 
tion the sheets have to be kept carefully sepa- 
rated until cooled and suspended on sticks in a 
draft of air, If allowed to remain in contact 
for only one hour's time,

THE FIREWEED. 


The epilobium, or fireweed, a species of cot- 
ton plant, springs up spontaneously on ever- 
green lands that have been burnt over.
